AUDITORS'   REPORT. 


The  Committee  appointed  to  audit  the  accounts  of  the 
Selectmen  for  the  past  year,  and  who  were  instructed  to 
examine  the  accounts  of  the  Town  for  the  five  previous 
years,  respectfully  report,  that  after  being  notified  by  the 
Selectmen,  that  they  were  ready  for  the  examination  of 
their  accounts^  the  Committee  diligently  attended  to 
their  duties,  and  they  regret,  that  notwithstanding  their  ut- 
most exertions,  it  has  not  been  in  their  power  to  make  the 
examination  desired  and  complete  their  report,  in  season 
to  admit  of  its  being  printed  before  the  annual  meeting. 
The  difl[iculty  in  making  the  examination  has  resulted  from 
the  manner  in  which  the  accounts  of  the  Town  have  been 
kept.  For  more  than  forty  years  past,  so  far  as  the  Com^ 
mittee  can  find,  no  books  of  account  have  been  kept  by 
the  Selectmen  in  any  form.  The  only  book  containing 
any  accounts  of  the  Town,  is  the  Treasurer's  book.  This 
was  commenced  in  the  year  1797,  by  Samuel  P.  Kidder, 
Esq.,  then  Treasurer,  and  appears  to  have  been  in  general 
accurately  kept.  In  this  book,  two  classes  of  accounts  on- 
ly have  been  entered.  An  account  of  the  Treasurer  with 
the  Selectmen,  and  an  account  of  the  Collector  with  the 
Treasurer.  On  the  Treasurer's  account,  he  has  charged 
himself  with  the  moneys  which  have  actually  come  into 
his  hands  and  no  other:  and  when  he  has  left  the  office, 
the  account  has  been  balanced.  For  many  years,  this  ac- 
count was  regulary  balanced  at  the  close  of  each  year; 
but  for  six  or  seven  years,  no  dates  of  the  payments  charg- 
ed are  given,  so  that  it  is  now  impossible  to  ascertain  from 
the  books  in  what  year  the  payments  were  made,  or  where 


the  balance  al  the  end  of  (he  year  shouKl  be  made.  This 
is  particularly  the  case  in  the  years  1837  and  18-33,  and 
the  Committee  have  in  consequence  been  obliged  to  state 
the  accounts  of  those  years  together.  It  appears  that  the 
Selectmen  have  long  been  in  the  practice  of  retaining  in 
their  own  hands  a  large  proportion  of  the  sums  received 
by  them,  for  support  of  County  paupers,  for  licenses, 
bounties,  borrowed  money,  Slc,  and  applying  them  to  the 
payments  of  the  Town  expenses,  as  occasion  required  ; 
and  as  these  sums  never  in  fact  came  into  the. hands  of  the 
Treasurer,  they  are  not  entered  on  his  account  and  of 
course  do  not  appear  on  the  Town  books.  Each  of  the 
Selectmen  kept  an  account  of  the  moneys  received  by 
him,  an  account  of  the  Town,  and  of  the  payments  made  by 
him,  and  these  accounts  were  sometimes  settled  within  the 
year,  and  sometimes  afterwards,  and  the  bills  put  on  file. 
The  Committee  have  appended  to  the  statement  of  the 
account  for  1839,  the  account  of  one  of  the  Selectmen, 
embracing  the  sum  of  $2000,  borrowed  of  the  Granite 
Bank,  for  the  purpose  of  building  the  Candia  road,  which 
was  presented  and  allowed,  while  the  Committee  were  en- 
gaged in  their  examination,  and  does  not  otherwise  appear 
any  where  in  the  Town  accounts.  This  will  show  dis- 
tinctly the  manner  in  which  much  of  the  business  of  the 
Town  has  been  done.  The  accounts  of  the  Collectors  ap- 
pear to  have  been  regularly  kept  on  the  Treasurers'  books, 
with  the  exception,  that  no  balances  have  been  struck  at 
the  close  of  the  year,  where  the  same  person  remained 
more  than  one  year  in  office  ;  which  renders  it  almost  im- 
practicable to  state  the  amount  of  taxes  outstanding  at 
the  close  of  the  year.  The  only  book  kept  by  the  Select- 
men, has  been  an  Order  book,  in  which  were  entered  the 
several  orders  drawn  by  them  on  the  Treasurer.  This  ap- 
pears to  have  been  generally  kept  with  tolerable  accuracy, 
and  would  serve  as  a  day  book,  from  which  the  accounts 
might  be  made  up  to  a  considerable  extent,  if  it  had  been 
customary  to  make  no  payments,  except  by  orders  on  the 
Treasurer  ;  but  in  facta  large  proportion  of  the  payments 
appear  to  have  been  made  by  the  Selectmen,  either  with- 
out any  orders,  or  orders  were  made  in  their  own  favor  for 
large  sums,  the  expenditure  of  which  cannot  be  traced, 
except  by  an  examination  of  the  files.  The  short  time 
allowed  the  Committee,  did  not  admit  of  their  attempting 
such  e.xamination.     If  made,  it  would  be  of  little  practi- 


cal  utility  and  of  very  uncertain  result.  The  whole 
amount  of  taxes  for  the  year  1797,  when  this  system  ap- 
pears to  have  been  commenced,  was  only  $'222,93  and  for 
the  year  1835,  the  last  year  before  the  Amoskeag  Manu- 
facturing Company  extended  their  purchases  in  the  town, 
the  whole  amount  of  taxes  assessed,  was  only  $1,114,35. 
During  this  period  it  is  obvious  there  was  little  danger  of 
injustice  to  the  town,  as  the  transactions  were  of  so  limit- 
ed amount  that  the  accounts  must  all  have  been  borne  in 
mind  by  the  Selectmen,  though  not  entered  on  the  Town 
books.  With  the  present  large  amount  of  taxes  and  the 
increased  business  of  the  Town,  a  further  continuance  of 
so  loose  a  method  could  not  fad  to  lead  to  great  abuses. 
In  justice  to  the  Selectmen  of  former  years,  the  Commit- 
tee feel  bound  to  state  that  they  have  not  discovered  any 
evidence,  that  the  funds  of  the  Town  have  been  misap- 
plied during  the  years  embraced  in  their  examination. 
During  the  past  year  the  method  has  been  changed  and 
improved  by  the  present  Selectmen.  All  the  monies  re- 
ceived from  every  source  have  been  paid  to  the  Treasurer, 
and  all  payments  have  been  made  by  orders.  In  this 
mode,  the  accounts  may  be  correctly  stated  and  the  small 
balance  unexplained  in  the  accounts  of  the  present  year,  is 
probably  occasioned  by  some  small  bills  which  have  been 
overlooked  in  the  examination.  The  Committee  believe 
that  every  sum  received  and  paid  by  the  Selectmen  of  the 
Town,  should  be  at  once  entered  on  a  book  of  the  ac- 
counts of  the  Town  to  be  kept  by  the  Selectmen.  Un- 
der this  view,  they  have  caused  the  accounts  for  the  past 
year,  to  be  entered  on  a  book  purchased  for  the  purpose, 
in  the  manner  in  which  they  suppose  they  should  be  en- 
tered, in  every  particular,  except  that  they  have  omitted  all 
mention  of  the  items  of  the  accounts  paid,  which  they 
think,  should  in  future  be  regularly  entered  on  the  books, 
so  as  to  render  a  reference  to  the  vouchers  unnecessary  ; 
though  the  vouchers  should  be  carefully  preserved  in  files 
and  numbered,  so  that  they  may  be  at  once  recurred  to  if 
necessary.  In  preparing  these  accounts,  they  have  receiv- 
ed very  great  assistance  from  the  Selectmen,  particularly 
the  Chairman,  and  hope  they  may  serve  as  a  guide  in  keep- 
ing the  accounts  in  future,  tliough  they  have  no  doubts 
that  many  improvements  will  be  suggested  by  experi- 
ence. 

The  Committee  respectfully  submit  the  following  state- 
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ment9  of  the  accounts  of  the  Town,  for  the  several  years 
referred  to  them.  They  do  not  suppose  |hey  are  entirely 
accurate,  though  they  are.  believed  to  be  as  correct  as  the 
means  afforded  them  would  enable  them  to  make.  To 
the  accounts  of  the  present  year  are  annexed  statements 
in  detail  of  the  items  in  the  several  accounts  embraced  in 
the  general  account  where  it  seemed  necessary  to  a  full 
understanding  of  them.
